automobile workers during 1922, which the United States 
Bureau of Labor Statistics has published, is highly sig- 
nificant.

eight times—from 12,049 to 343,115. The average an- 
nual earnings per wage-earner were $594 in 1904, $643 
in 1900, $802 in 1914, and $1,431 in 1919.

HEN an old Republican protectionist newspaper de- 


nounces a protective tariff bill it is a sure indication 


that the superstition of "protection" is losing its hold. 
. The following appeared as an editorial in the New York 
' Tribune: 


"General Hancock was laughed at when he wrote 


• to a Democratic politician in 1880 that the tariff was "a 
local issue." Yet he merely blurted out a truth with sol- 
. dierly bluntness. To politicians the tariff is nearly al- 
lays a "local-issue." Louisiana wants high protection 
on cane sugar under either a Republican-made or a 
Democratic-made tariff. Utah wants high protection on 
beet sugar and wool. North Dakota wants high protec- 
tion on wheat. And the Senators from these states gen- 


} erally pool their wants with the wants of Senators from 
! other states, so that a tariff bill eventually loses all scien- 
! tlfic character except in so far as it is a product of scien- 
I tific log-rolling. 


"The country has tired of log-rolled tariffs, just as 


' it tired some years ago of log-rolled river and harbor 
bills. What is needed is a tariff policy looking to nat- 
ional needs, and'balancing the effects of duties on for- 
eign trade as well as on domestic production 
The first 


tariff act. passed by the 1st Congress, was broadly nat- 
ional in pupose. 
It considered .solely the good of Che 


nation as a whole. It was not promoted by a group or 
bloc.

To grind in a valve, place a piece of spring lAdcr the head of the 


valve of sufficient strength to hold it away from the seat when it is 
not 'under pressure. 
Now smear the face of the valve with a little 


grinding compound (obtainable at any auto 
accessory store) then with a brace and bit 
or a screw driver, rotate the valve to and fro, 
bearing firmly but not heavily, and being 
careful not to make more than one-third to 
one-half 
turn 
before 
reversing 
direction, 


otherwise you will cut a groove in the face 
of the valve. \Vhen all pits and black spots 
have been removed, and the face presents a 
fine frosty, .srmi-finishcd appearance, carefully 
clean the face of the valve and the valve scat 
with a little gasoline. Be very careful you do 
not let any of the grinding compound get 
down the "valve guides or into the cylinder 
when you are working on the valves. Now test to see if the valve 
is ground in properly. Put marks with a pencil all around the face 
of the valve about J4 inch apart, then replace it in the cylinder and 
rotate a couple of times. 
J f the valve is ground in properly, each 


pencil mark will be wiped away. 


When all valves have been ground in and all trace of grinding 


compound removed bv washing with gasoline, replace the valve 
springs and pins in each valve. Before replacing the cylinder head, 
thoroughly clean the face of the cylinder block and the head with 
gasoline. Always use a new cylinder head gasket, as the old one is 
sure !o have been damaged when you took it off, although it may 
LOOK all right. 
After replacing the' head, tighten all bolts finger 


tight, then give the bolts in the centre one turn, next give the bolts 
at the corners a turn, then work to and fro giving each bolt a turn 
at a time, until you have them all tightened down equally. 


After the valves have been ground in 


and replaced in cylinders, check the 
clearance.. If there is insufficient clear- 
ance, that is there is NO space between 
the valve stem and the tappet or rocker 
arm, the valve will not seat properly, and 
the engine will have no power and wil! 
probably overheat. 
If the clearance is 


TOO GREAT, then the engine will be 
very noisy as well as have no pep. After 
grinding in the valves, the clearance 
must be left a trifle more than the .cor- 
rect clearance, to allow for the valve 
bedding down, final adjustment being _

made after the engine has run about 100 miles. The average clear- 
ance is .004 inch or about the thickness of a piece of book paper. 
The clearance varies on different engines, so find out from the instruc- 
tion book you got with your car what the 
EXACT clearance should be, and keep 
the valves to that clearance. 


To adjust the clearance, first take off 


the Distributor head, and turn the engine 
over until the Contact Breaker points arc 
JUST- BEGINNING to open, and the 
Distributor Arm is pointing directly op- 
posite the point or segment attached 
to the wire leading to the cylinder in 
which you wish to adjust the valves. Use 
two spanners as shown, holding the ad- 
iustine screw with one, and the locking 
nut with the other, then screw tip ox 
down. When adjusting overhead valves,
